Work for January as follows: 


As the plants grew, tho advantage 


of raising under shade became eas- 
ily evident. Most patent of all 
was 


the fact that the many insects which 
prey upon tho leaves were kept out 
liy the covering. So strongly was the 
tight tent of cloth built, moreover, 
that the roughest winds necessitat- 
ed but few repairs, and the plants 
usually lashed 
and 
torn by the 


florins, were entirely protected. Un- 
lor the cloth, also, a uniform temper- 
ature was possible, varying from three 
;o five degrees warmer than that of 
the open field. The cold nights of 
:ho spring which deter the growth off 
:ho plants In the open did not In flu-1 
nee tho growing under cover. With- 
in the tents a continuous tropical cli- 
mate existed. The hot sun that bak- 
ed the soil was tempered, and a con- 
siderably larger percentage of 
hu- 


midity was kept under the cloth than 
wns possible in the fields. The-effects 
of heavy rains were also modified. 
Tho leaves were not harmed * y the 
tnvlft drops, nor did the soil become 
pnckcd and hardened Into a crust. In- 
stead, the water beating upon the 
cloth, sifted through 
and fell In a 


fine warm mist upon the plants. The 
growth seemed to have the advantag- 
es of both the open air and the hot- 
liouse, gaining the health of one and 
tne protected fineness of the other. 
With the Idea of getting tho finest 
pnsslble leaf the plants were not top- 
ped. 
In early summer, the 
long 


stalks, standing up like rows of stur- 
dy poles, and 
bearing thin, broad 
leaves of a vivid green, were touch- 
ing the roof of their house of cloth.
